Between midnight and five o'clock 
Friday morning, the hour when Jarvis 
completed the dual tragedy, by sul- 
elde, the murderer wrote three letters, 
at one, two and four a.m. respectively, 
the first addressed to his mother, sec- 
ond to one other person and the third 
to @ meighbor. After completing the 
third letter Jarvis, pn horseback, went 
to the home of a neighbor and from 
the outside made the request for the 
neighbor to come over and look after 
his two children as he was taking his 
wife over to the crossing (Robinson's 
Crossing). The neighbor promised to 
do this as soon as he was dressed. 
Jarvis apparently then rode back 
to his home, and unsaddling the pony. 
put the animal in a nearby pasture 
and closed the bars to the entrance. 
Entering the house again and the 
fame bedroom to which he had drag- 
ged his wife's body, Jarvis shot him- 
fit with a rifle through his forehead. 
lowing out his brains.
